Around 9:45 a.m. on Sunday, 
February 22, an employee at 
Dominion Farm Produce at 215 
Dissette St. arrived at work to find 
thick black smoke pouring from the 
building. 

Fire & Emergency services were 
called in to batde the structure fire, 
that kept Dissette St. closed to traffic, 


in both directions, until just after 
midnight on Feb. 23. 

Bradford West Gwillimbury 
firefighters arrived to find smoke 
billowing from the building They 
attempted to mount an interior attack, 
but when they opened a door, said 
Deputy Fire Chief OlafLamerz, “they 
were met by a lot of pressurized smoke 


and heat,” and heard the sounds of 
structural collapse, coming from the 
loading dock area. 

Firefighters were pulled from the 
building, and mounted a "defensive" 
action from outside, pouring water 
onto the burning structure “from three 
high-flow apparatus,” said Deputy

2. Drive a motorized snow vehicle upon a sidewalk in the Town, except 
for the purpose of directly crossing such sidewalk; 

3. Operate a motorized snow vehicle upon any privately owned property 
without the express written permission of the owner of the property; 

4. Operate a motorized snow vehicle on any Town parklands and 
properties; 

5. Cross a serviced roadway except at an angle of approximately 90’ to 
the direction of the serviced roadway. 

6. Drive a motorized snow vehicle at a greater rate of speed than: 

- 20 kilometers/hour on a highway where the speed limit is 50 
kilometers per hour or less; 

- 50 kilometers/hour on a highway, which is open to motor vehicle 
traffic, where the speed limit is greater than 50 kilometers per hour.

Hawks that hunt co-operatively? That live in family groups called "caches”, led 
by an alpha female? Welcome to the survival strategy of the Harris Hawk. 

Living in the harsh desert environment of Arizona and New Mexico, the Harris 
Hawk developed its co-operative hunting technique to catch speedy prey like 
the Roadrunner, says Linda Belcourt, falconer and member of the Huronia Land 
Conservancy. One hawk will start the pursuit; another will take over when the first 
hawk tires. Up to 9 hawks will live and hunt in a “cache” - and share the meal. 

Belcourt brought her 4 year old Harris Hawk, “Grace", to the Tiffin Centre for 
Conservation on Family Day, February 16. She explained that the hawks have 
other adaptations for desert living. Cacti often provide the only perch in the 
barren landscape; the Harris Hawk has developed a “light touch” that allows it to 
land on prickly cacti without injury. They'll even land on top of each other, with up 
to 3 birds sharing the same “perch.” Says Belcourt, "They’re so adaptable!”
